Wheat prospects were reported 


good to excellent in western North 
Dakota until a week ago, bat since 
that time bla«k<"rt»fr has developed 
very rapidly;1 e*d" :prospects there 
have been reduced from 25 to 50 per- 
cent by this disease, the agents re-, 
port. Grasshoppers are~also increas- 
ing in numbers and causing heavy 
damage in ••some localities. 


Harvesting is general in nearly 


every district, with about 90 percent 
of tbe rye crop cut at the present 
time. Due to low market prices, many 
fields of rye and wheat which might 
normally pay the bare cost of har- 
vesting and threshing are now being 
plowed, under or cut for hay.

W arren G. H arding brought to th e presidency an infinite patience 
and kindness in dealing with jjubllc nuestions and men. which enabled 
him to h.inillc the proldem s of governm ent w ithout the stress and 
worry whicli had handicapped many of liis predecessors. 
W hatever else historians m ay say of him there prohaI)ly will he 
little dispute th at few (dtief cxccutlvos cam e to office in peace tim e 
facing problem s m ore complex In their natu re o r g reater In nuniljer. 
All International affairs w ere iinltalanced as never before, with m any 
lirlncipal settlem ents of tlio G reat W ar still to lie effectuated. At home 
the work of reconstruction had only ju st begun, with business de­ 
pressed, agriculture prostrate and unem ploym ent general. 
How .Mr. Harding meiisurod up to 
the task lu forc him must be left to 
ihe historian, hut his friends said 
that coming to the presidency as he 
did with an open mind, a desire for 
counsel and hn intimate knowledge 
of the processes of government nc- 
•luired in his services in the senate, 
he was the type of man ncedec^for 
Itie job at suefi a time.

cipal powers covenanted to limit the 
sizes of their navies and thus lift 
from tax-weary peoples the burden 
of maintaining the race for naval 
supremacy. 
Along with the proffer of counsel 
iiw effecting world settlem ent went 
nn insistence that American rights 
be recognized. 
In polished phrase, 
but with a directness of expression 
that was not to be misconstrued, the 
world was given to understand from 
the very first of the Harding ndmin- 
istnitiop that the United Slates, free­ 
ly respecting tlie rights of the other 
nations, asked for herself only that 
to wliich she was entitled in simplo 
justice, and that she could accept, 
nothing less. 
While in his dealings with Con­ 
gress, Mr. Harding preferred the role 
of counsellor rather than dictator, he 
speedily removed any doubt that his 
gift of patience denoted any lack of 
purpose once he had charted a course.

LIFE STORY OF CALVIN C O O IW 
VnmESIDENT, WHO SUCCEEDS 
TO PRESIDENCY OF UNITED STATES 


NEW FIRST LADY 


CalWn Coolidgc, vice president of 
the United States, was born in Ply­ 
mouth Village, V t, July 4, 1872. 
He came from a long line of Yan­ 
kee ancestors, who bad engaged prin­ 
cipally in farming. His fath er was 
John C. Coolidge and his mother Vic­ 
toria Moor Coolidge. ‘ 
-• 
John Calvin Coolidge 
(as he was 
christened) 
attended 
the 
public 
schools of the village, and then went 
to Amhorst College/ 
In his college doyti Coolidge was 
known to hia fellow students prin­ 
cipally for his 
prolonged 
silences 
and his scholastic ability. 
Jlc was 
a raw country lad, with his trousers 
tucked into his boot tops and the 
marks of rural Vermont still plainly 
on him. 
In these days, Coolidge 
dropped 
the "John” from 'his name. 
He was graduated from Amherst 
in 1896 with an A. B. degree and high­ 
est honors. 
He then studied law in the offices 
of Hammond and Field, Northam p­ 
ton, Mass., was admitted to tho bar 
within 20 months and entered the 
practice of law in his own office. 
Geta F irst Office 
Coolidge’s entry into politics camo 
when the county clerk died. He was 
appointed to serve the balance 
of 
the term.

nominate 
him for the office, but Coolidge re­ 
fused. 
In 1890 he was elected a member 
of the city council and for the fol­ 
lowing two years was city solicitor.

He held various offices 
including the mayorship of

ampton.

he 
was 
elected 
state senator. 
Here he remained 
four years, holding the position of 
Senate president during the 
latter 
two. 
In 1916, Coolidge was elected lieu­ 
tenant governor, an office which he 
held until he was chosen governor 
in 1918. 
Wins on Strike Issae 
^ He ran for re-election as ffiovernor 
in 1919, on a platform of perform ­ 
ance, including reduction of work­ 
ing hours for women 
and minors, 
increase in 
tho compensation 
law 
allowance, anti-high cort of 
living 
legislation, and a provision 
of 820,­ 
000,000 for compensation for World 
W ar veterans. 
• 
His opponent, Richard 
H. 
Long, 
made the issue the 
Boston 
police 
strike of 1919 by promising to re­ 
store the striker^ to duty and 
to 
oust the police commissioner. 
“So be it,” said 
Coolidgc. "Our 
case shall be law and order.” 
On 
this platform Coolidgc polled a ma­ 
jority of 130,000 votes. 
His 
firm 
handling of 
the 
strike 
situation, 
which brought it to a rapid conclu­ 
sion, made him nationally famous. 
Coolidgc was nominated 
for 
the 
vice presidency of the United States 
a t the 1020 Republican national con­ 
vention, and was elected to the office 
a t the Nov. 2 elections. 
Coolidge throughout hip 
career 
maintained the simple habits which 
he formed in his early lawyer days. 
When elected to the vice presidency 
he still lived with his family in the 
half of the two-story frame building 
where he had taken his bride 
in 
1906. His rent was |32 a month. 
The Coolidges have two sons, John 
and Calvin, Jr., ly)th still in their 
teens.

Likewise, his counsel settled the 
long controversy between tho House 
and the Senate on the question of 
American valuation in the tariff law. 
He proposed in its place a flexible 
tariff arrangem ent under which the 
tariff commission was given author­ 
ity with his approval to increase or 
lower rates within prescribed lim ita­ 
tions. 
Upon signing the bill, the 
president declared it conatituted the 
greatest tariff reform in American 
History.

_ As his ambition had carried him 
into the ranks of publishers, so his 
fancy look him into tho realm of 
polities. 
From tho first he was an 
ardent partisan and his insistence 
upon wearing a “stove pipe” hat, the 
badge of support of James G. Blaine, 
while a reporter on a Democratic 
newspaper, brought him a sharp rep­ 
rimand from his chief, who held it to 
be inconsistent for a worker of a 
Democratic paper to so prominently 
display the symbol of his Republican­ 
ism. 
The future president's ability as 
a stump speaker won him early rec­ 
ognition fro nihis local party leaders. 
Marion county then was in the Demo­ 
cratic column and he undertook to 
switch it to the Republican party, 
but his first effort at office on his 
party ticket resulted in a defeat, 
though ho commanded an unexpected 
vote. Mr. Harding's first political of­ 
fice was that of Ohio state senator, 
to which he was elected at the age 
of thirty-four. 11c served two terms 
and later was elected lieutenant gov­ 
ernor of his state. In 1910 he sought 
the governorship but was defeated..

In 1914 he was elected to the Unit­ 
ed States senate, where he served 
years, much of the time as a mem­ 
ber of the important foreign rela­ 
tions committee. From this place he 
was elevated to the presidency, the 
first senator to be elected chief cx- 
ccutivc. 
Early in his years of political 
service he met William»McKinley to 
whom his close friends have most 
often likened him, and with whom 
he had in common a predominant 
passion for obliteration of class and 
sectional lines. A friendship sprang 
up between the two men. Mr. Hard­ 
ing also was close in later years to 
Theodore Roosevelt, Senators Fora- 
ker and Penrose and others high in 
his party counsels. 
The President was a lifelong Bap­ 
tist, and was a trustee of his home 
church in Marion. He also had been 
a member of the Elk and Moose fra­ 
ternities for years and after his elec­ 
tion as president he became a thirty- 
second degree Mason and a Shrinor. 
Golf was his favorite recreation, 
but he also liked to fish, although his 
opportunities to that sport were lim­ 
ited after he came to the W hite 
House.

Warren G. Harding brought to the presidency an Infinite patience 


and kindness in dealing with public questions and men, which enabled 
lihn to handle the problems of government without the stress and 
worry which had handicapped many of his predecessors. 


Whatever else historians may say of him there -probably will be 
little dispute that few chief, executives came to office in peace-time 
facing problems more complex in their nature or greater to nuraber. 
All international affairs were unbalanced as never before, with many 
principal settlements of Uie Great War still to be effectuated. At home 
the'work of reconstruction had only just begun, with business de- 
pressed, agriculture prostrate and unemployment general. 


• 
How Mr. Harding measured up to 


the task before him must be left to 
the historian, but his friends said 
that coming to the presidency as he 
did with ah open mind, a desire for 
-counsel- and an -intimate knowledge 
of the processes of government ac- 
quired" jn bis services in the senate, 
he' wasHlfe type of man neededfor 
the'lbii at such a time. Preaemng 
upon every occasion the doctrine of 
Americanism, he set his face reso- 
lutely against "entangling alliances." 
While thus adhering to what he was 
pleased to term the principles of the 
founding fathers, he nevertheless 
lent the moral assistance of the gov- 
ernment in the efforts to bind up the 
•wounds of the world. 
; 


Called Arms Conference. 
- • 


- 
The influence was once declared by 


him to be not inconsiderable, and so 
America under his guidance had a 
part silent'though it was in the main; 
in effecting the settlements of many 
vexing world questions. Its chief 
contribution was the Washington 
crms conference at which the prin- 
cipal powers-covenanted to limit the 
sizes of their navies and thus lift 
from 
of maintaining the race for naval 
supremacy. 


Along with the proffer of counsel 


*n—eftertins world settlement went 
an insistence that American rights 
be recotrnized. In polished phrase, 
but with a directness of expression 
that was not to be misconstrued, the 
World was given to understand from 
the very first of the Harding admin- 
istration that the-United States, free- 
ly respecting the rights of the other 
nations, asked for herself only that 
to which she was entitled in' simple 
justice, and • that she could accepfa 
nothing less. 


While in his dealings with Con- 


cress, Mr. Harding preferred the role 
of counsellor rather than dictator, he 
speedily removed any doubt that his 
gift of patience denoted any lack of 
purpose once he had charted a course. 
Thus he told Congress that soldiers 
Bonus legislation either should carry 
the means of financing or be post- 
poned,, and when the legislators put 
aside his'advice he promptly vetoed 
the bill they sent him. 


Tenacity of Purpose; 


• His tenacity of purpose was fur- 
ther exemplified in his continnaj 
founding for economy in public ex- 
penditures and again in his insist- 
ence that Congress- pass the mer- 
chant marine aid bill With a view to 
curtailing the continual drain which 
the^operation of the war-built coin- 
mercial fleet had become upon the 
Treitscry;- His greatest single effort 
itI~TlB"~i«Manf -domestic legislation 
was in behalf of this measure. 
7 Not infrequently, Mr. Harding was 
called upon to play the role of peace- 
maker in government affairs. He in- 
tervened in a 9Mfet«*&etween Con- 
gress and the Treasury as to the 
form general tax revision was to take 
and the program he approved was 
carried out in the main with a re- 
duction of more than half a billion 
in the' nation's tax burden. 


Likewise, his counsel settled the 


long controversy between the House 
and the Senate- on the question of 
American valuation in the tariff law. 
He proposed in its place a flexible 
tar iff"'arrangement under which the 
tariff commission was given author- 
ity with his approval to increase or 
lower rates within prescribed limita- 
tions; 
Upon signing the bill, the 


president declared it constituted the 
ereatest tariff reform in American 
History. 


Born in Ohio; 
' Mr; Harding came of hardy pio- 
neer stock. He was born at Bloom- 
ing Grove, Morrow county, Ohio, No- 
vember 2, 186S, the-son of a country 
djjctor George T. Harding. lake most 
country boys he went to a country 
school between morning and night 
chores and later attended college ai 


Iberia, Ohio. He tried school teach- 
ing for a year but having had a smell 
of printers ink while sticking type 
for his college paper the lure drew 
him into the newspaper field. 


His family meantime, had moved-to 


Marion, in an adjoining county, where 
he obtained his first- newspaper job, 
and where his first life interests 
were centered thereafter. Mr. Hard- 
ing's ambition was to become a pub- 
lisher, and it was realized at the age 
of. 19, when he bid in the, Marion 
Star at a sheriff's sale. The paper 
was purchased under a heavy mort- 
gage and his friends have often said 
that the struggles and hardships 
which were his in -making this paper 
a success had much to do in fash- 
ioning his character and developing 
a broad patience and tolerance which 
were his chief characteristics. 


Whatever his other attainments, 


Mr. Harding's greatest pride was in 
his professional accomplishments and 
training as printer, editor and pub- 
lisher. 
Nor did the interests and 


exacting duties of his high office 
serve to dull his delight in pottering 
about a composing room. On his first 
tripJback-Jiome_after_his inaugnra? 
tion he went to the Star office, pulled 
off-his coat,-rolled op his sleeves, 
borrowed a chew of tobacco and help- 
ed "make up" the paper. Bis luck 
charm, was a printer's rule, carried 
always in a vest pocket. 


'' Went Into PoHtiea. 
- 


As his ambition had carried him 


into the ranks of publishers, so his 
fancy took him into the realm of 
politics. From the first he was an 
ardent partisan and his insistence 
upon wearing a "stove pipe" bat, the' 
badge of support of James-G. Elaine, 
while a reporter on a Democratic 
newspaper, brought him a sharp rep- 
rimand from his chief, who .held it to 
be inconsistent for a worker of a 
Democratic paper to so prominently 
display the symbol of his Republican- 
ism. 


The future president's ability as 


a stump speaker won him early rec- 
ognition fro mhis local party leaders. 
Marion county then was in the Demo- 
cratic column and -he undertook to 
switch it to the Republican party, 
but his first effort at office on his 
'party ticket resulted in a defeat, 
though he commanded an unexpected 
vote. Mr. Harding's first political of- 
fice was that of Ohio state senator, 
to which he was elected at the age 
of thirty-four. He .served two terms 
and later was elected lieutenant gov- 
ernor of his state. In 1910 he sought 
the governorship bnt was defeated.. 


Elected President. 
' 


In 1314 he was elected to the Unit- 


ed States senate, where he served six 
years, much of the time as a mem- 
ber of the important foreign rela- 
tions committee. From this place he 
was elevated to the presidency, the 
first senator to be elected chief ex- 
ecutive. 


Early in his years of political 


service he met William fMcKinley to 
whom his close friends have most 
often likened him, and with whom 
he had in common a predominant 
passion for obliteration of class and 
sectional lines. A friendship sprang 
up between the two men. Mr. Hard- 
ing also was close in later years to 
Theodore Roosevelt, Senators Fora- 
ker and Penrosc and others high in 
his party counsels. 


The President was a lifelong Bap- 


tist, and was a trustee of his home 
church in Marion. He also had been 
a member of the Elk and Moose fra- 
ternities for years and after his elec- 
tion as president he became a thirty- 
second degree Mason and a Shriner. 


Golf was his favorite recreation, 


but he also liked to fish, although his 
opportunities to'that sport were lim- 
ited after he came to the White 
House. He played hard and possess- 
ed, the faculty of putting all his 
worries behind him during his recre-

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THE NATION’S CHIEF HAS PASSED 
The nation today mourns with Mrs. Harding over the 
pas.sing of its chief executive. News of the President’s ill­ 
ness after reaching America from Alaska shocked the nation 
hut the shock of his sudden death i.s infinitely greater. Ap­ 
parently in robust health he had last winter shared the 
concern of tl^e,nation over the illness of Mrs. Harding. The 
Alaskurt trip was made in part for her benefit. The patient 
became nur.se to the President when he was stricken in San 
Franci.sco. 
I History will write the verdict on the administration of 
fVéaideñi Harding, perhaps a different verdict from that of 
the country today. 
He acceded to the Presidency in the 
midst of the nation’s period of readjustment from the war. 
He inherited all of the great problems which grew out of 
the war. 
He approached his task with an infinite patience, 
ilis predecessor, Woodrow Wilson, fell under the burdens 
of the war and the period which followed. 
As Mr. Wilson 
was taken ill on a speaking tour in behalf of the League of 
Nations, President Harding was stricken during a tour in 
which he stre.ssed his proposal for American participation in 
the World Court, 
Known as a' conservative and a staunch Republican, Mr. 
Harding adapted himself to many problems in a manner 
which surprised those who believed they had known hi.s 
. trend of mind. 
He believed that in spite of the turmoil of 
the post-war period the government should cling to funda­ 
mental principles. His hope and belief had been that natural 
economic laws and patience would result in the adjustment 
• of many problems which vexed the nation. 
One of the first efforts of the President was to reduce 
the huge burden of'public expense. He succeeded. Through 
i reduction in the personnel of the government departments 
which had grown during the war to unusual proportions and 
by inauguration of the budget system the expenses of the 
government were greatly lessened, so that at the end of the 
last fiscal year, June 30. the Secretary of the 'Treasury was 
able to report a surplus of receipts over expenditures for the 
‘ first time in many years. 
. 
A mighty effort for world peace was made in the calling 
of the naval armament limitations conference in Washing­ 
, ton. 
By establishing the 
5—3 ratio between Great Bri- 
^ tain, the United States and Japan and obtaining pledges from 
.smaller nations for reduction of their navies, the President 
. accompli.shed much in the alleviation of burdens for war 
preparations and the danger of encouraging war through 
rivalry in navy building. 'The conference also concluded the 
treaty which brought an agreement between the great pow- 
crs on their conduct in pos.sessions on the Pacific ocean, 
broke the Great Britain-Japan alliance, secured tho relin­ 
quishment of Shantung to China by Japan and brought about 
a new and better uiiiler.standing between Japan and the 
United States.

The President frequently was shown in pictures on the 
golf links or on brief trii)s from Washington.

^ writer within the last week, stating that many people critici­ 
zed the President because he appeared to have too much 
¿ leisure, told of the enormous amount of work which is in­ 
volved in the Presidency.

: amount during the administration of Theodore Roo.^evelt. 
. Mr. Harding was pictured as working longer hours than most 
individuals, devoting himself to the business at hand per- 
_ sistently and swiftly, seldom leaving an important task un- 
^ done. 
Though kind-hearted and amiable, stories were told 
of departmental difficulties which came before the President 
' and of his quick and decisive action. 
, 
In the life of President Harding was contained the truth 
’ of the inspiration so long held out to the youth of the nation, 
that each native American might by his own efforts, without 
regard toitviéalthior birth, achieve the highest executive office 
t of the nation. The son of a country doctor, President Hard­ 
' ing began work in a printing shop. 
By dint of .steady toil
